Mayor Brown President 


Mayor Brown was unanimously 
elected as president. Mayor Clarke of 
Edmonton declined to accept the 
nomination for the vice-presidency, 
suggesting Harvey Shaw as the most 
fuitable candidate for the position. 
His suggestion was endorsed. 

Ald. McHaffey of Calgary was 
unanimously appointed secretary- 
treasurer.

Text of Resolution 
The text of this main resolution 
read: 
“Whereas, a conference repre- 


sentative of public organizations, 
cities, towns and villages of Alber- 
ta, as well as many individuals in- 
terested in industrial development 
within the province, met on this,

“Whereas coal mining is among the 
largest industries of our province, both 
actual and potential and is a basic 


| element and fundamental necessity in 


all industries; and 

“Whereas, the freight rates on coal 
are now much higher on Canadian 
coal than they are in the United States 
territory on American coal, with 
which the Canadian coal is obliged to 
compete. 

“Therefore be it resolved that this 
assembly is of the opinion that the 
freight rates on coal from Western 
Canada to all points to which the 
coal !s carried by Canadian rallways 
should bear the same relation in 
amount to other commodity rates 
now in force on Canadian railways 
that the coal rates in the United 
States on American railways bear 
to similar commodity rates in that 
territory.” 

Criticises Statement 

In supporting the sentiments of the 
resolution, Mr, Jesse Gouge took ex- 
ception to a statement of Premier 
Stewart that freight rates were not of 
paramount importance in the Alberta 
cecal business These high rates are 
the main obstacle the coal miners of 
Alberta have to face, He cited the 
advance of 15 cents a ton granted the 
railways for hauling western coal, over 
the rates charged in the east, and in 
the case of the east the lower rate 
permitted United States coal to 
delivered in the west at less than 
Alberta coal could be taken east. 

Mr. Gouge, in moving his resolution, 
took the opportunity to point out that 
the unemployment will not be as seri- 
Ous as anticipated. He felt there will 
be work for all, but it was unreason- 
able to. expect returned soldiers to 
work at less wages than had the allens 


during the war, providing the cost of |

Premier Stewart's Views 


In referring tc this resolution, Pre- 
mier Stewart said there would be no 
more ministers appointed to the cab- 
inet. Already labor had asked for a 
minister and the soldiers had asked 
for the creation of a new portfolio, 
However, he believed it to be the 
urgent duty of the provincial govern- 
ment to assist in the upbuilding of in- 
dustries and he promised that the 
government would take hold of the 
matter and under the minister of 
municipalities spend money in the de- 


velopment of the work. Later the! 
government would expand in the 
work as the resulta justified. He 
wanted to see the advisory commit- 


tee fully representative, for instance, 
labor should have its representative. 

Hon. A. G. MacKay pointed out that 
there is no easy sailing ahead of the 
new undertaking, but there was no 
reason why they should not win out, 
Personally, he believed that industrial 
expansion was most essential to the 
growth of the province-—-he never did 
feel that the province could reach its 
zenith of success by relying on agri- 
culture alone.

an independent state, exercising all 
functions, as it had notified all gov- 
ernments of Europe and America. 

“The state of Fiume, using its rights 
of self-determination, decided to join 
Italy for national and economic rea- 
sons,” the memorandum says. 

“The nationality of Fiume is proven 
by the fact that all mayors and depu- 
ties of the city have always been Ital- 
fan, and the same holds true as to 
members of the municilap council. All 
schools in Fiume are Italian. The 
number of rg) ee attending Crotl- 
an schools at Susak, the neighboring 
Slav village, is hardly one per cent of 
the total number of school children in 
Fiume. 

“The Jugo-Slav commerce passing 
Fiume is only 7 per cent of the whole 
traffic of the port. Out of the total 
Jugo-Slavy importation and {!mporta- 
tion 13 per cent passes through Fiume, 
while 67 per cent goes through Dal- 
matian ports, which Italy proposes 
shall be assigned to the Jugo-Slavs.”

The Commissioner states there {s no 
time IMmit, and aplications will be re- 
ceived and orders filled, providing they 
have the grain until such time as It 
will be too late for seeding. However,

that |early orders from all those who are de- 


pending on them for seed grain, espe- 
cially seed oats, so they may have a 
near estimate of the quantity neces- 
sary to be shipped from Eastern Can- 
la and Minneapolis. 

On account of the scarcity of good 
commercial oats in the Western Pro- 
vinces, early in the season large quan- 
tities of oats suitable for seed were be- 
ing shipped to the mills for feeding 
purposes, also out of the Province, and 
were, therefore, being lost for seed 
purposes; consequently an order-in- 
council was passed allowing the Seed 
Grain Purchasing Commission the 
privilege of commandeering seed oats 
for the p of conserving these 
oats for the West. This order-in-coun- 
cil was not intended, and does not pre- 
vent munictpalities, farmers’ organiz- 
ations, or individual farmers from 
acquiring @ supply of seed oats 
through their own efforts from farm- 
ers, either in thelr local district, or 
from other provinces, However, where 
farmers , or farmers’ organizations de- 
to purchase carload lots, permit 
must first be secured from the district 
representative, of the Dominion Seed 
branch, Calgary.

ily of twelve children, four sons and 
eight daughters. 
Of the four brothers, three are still 
ving. Colin is a successful trader at 
Fort Chipewyan. He at one time own- 
ed that part of the city lying on each 
side of Fraser avenue, which was nam- 
ed after him. Simon resides at Pigeon 
lake, and Henry lives on a farm a few 
miles west of the city. At one time |

cluded in Norwood which he sold to!

In his statement under oath on 
Thursday, January 30th, made 
before the police commission, Mr. 
A. W. Coone is reported (without 
contradiction) to have said: 

Two plain clothes men were 
brought to the city from Chicago to 
investigate conditions in Edmonton. 


These men were in the city but a

sort time when they 
teriously disappeared, It was in- 
ferred that they left because con- 


ditions were regarded as danger- 
ous, . . They told me some 
time before they disappeared that 
they had found an organized band 
of crooks in the city, which was 
backed by influential men, and their 
lives were not safe if they went too 
I tried to instill more deter- 


far. 
mination into them, but they 
dropped out of sight a few days 
later. 
Mr. Coone was under oath 


when he made the statement that 
two professional detectives had lo- 
eated a band of crooks in Edmon- 
ton, of such desperate character 


that they, the detectives, were de- 
terred from following up the 
which 


work of liquor detection for 
they were being paid by the pro- 
vineial government, and further, 
that the crooks were backed up 
by influential men, presumably 
residents of Edmonton, The state- 
ment was made as a matter of 
fact. 

Either the statement was true 
or it was not true. If true, Mr. 
Coone had the opportunity of ren- 
dering great service to the city 
and the cause of public morals 
generally, by securing the arrest, 
and most likely the conviction, of 
those dangerous crooks through 
the Chicago detectives, who had 
located them; and incidentally se- 
cure the exposure and possibly the 
punishment of their influential 
backers. 

Surely detectives do not work 
under such close union rules that, 
having been engaged to eatch 
bootleggers or possibly the police 
chief—they were not permitted to 
deal with dangerous erooks or 
their backers. If they found an 
organized band of crooks, as Mr. 
Coone says they did, they must 
have known the men composing it, 
and if they did not communicate 
that information to Mr, Coone, 
then they were not earning the 
money that the province was pay- 
ing them and that it was Mr. 
Coone’s business at the moment to 
gee that they did earn. 

Mr. Coone either had knowl- 
edge of dangerous criminals being 
at large in the city without at 
tempting to secure police action 
against them—and it is to be re- 
membered that the provincial as 
well as the city police were at his 
disposal—or he swore to what was

The problem of reconstruction,

No Bonus for Default. 
The Publie Utilities commission 


have refused the application of the | 


gas company for an arbitrary in- 
crease in the rates they may charge 
gas consumers if they ever supply 


gas to the city. The position now | 


appears to be that the company 
may either proceed with their en- 
terprise under the terms agreed 
upon, may apply to the eity for a 
revision of the agreement, or may 
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surrender all the rights and privil- 
eges given to them on condition of 
its fulfilment. The city is to be 
congratulated on the failure of the 
company to make the city pay 
them a bonus for having failed to 
carry out the contract. 

While refusing the application 
,of the company the commission 
find that they have jurisdiction 
affecting rate agreements between 
publie service companies and mu- 
nicipal corporations, and may in- 
crease or reduce these rates so as 
to prevent exploitation of the pub- 


lie or loss of money by the com- 
panies. That is a somewhat large 
power to be placed in the hands 
of an appointed body. The situa- 
tion of the cities would not be ma- 
terially altered if the commission 
were given power to grant civic 
franchises to companies without 
the consent of the municipal coun- 
cils or taxpapers.

ernment so fully to the neglect of the) 
interests of the mass of the people,

Toronto Globe— 

The minister of finance and the di- 
rectors of the Banks of Nova Scotia

The story of how the news of the 
signing of the armistice, and the ces- 
sation of hostililies was conveyed to) 
the men of the Grand Fleet is embod- | 
ied in an interesting series of official 
fleet signals, copies of which have 
been received by John A. Poole, of 
this city, from his nephew, Kelvin 
Whitney Smith, a middy on board the 
battleship Royal Oak, whose duty it 
Was ww record the signals and who 
was a witness of the great naval sur- 
render and of the events leading up to 
it Somehow the matter-of-fact lan- 
gvage of the official messages, indicat- 
ing the procedure, step by step, con- 
vey as graphic a realization of this 
memorable event as the more elabor- 
ate descriptive efforts of special writ- 
ers could, They are exceedingly in-| 
teresting and as one turns through | 
the typewritten file there comes a) 
complete realization of the magnitude 
and effectiveness of this historical 


achievement of the British navy.

The first signal, announcing the 
signing of the armistice, is dated 11- 
11-18 (November lith, 1918), and is 
from the C, in C, of the Grand Fleet 
to “General and B. A. M.,” meaning | 
all hands, It reads:— | 

“The armistice has been signed, but 
{t is doubtful whether there is euf- | 
ficient authorfty in Germany to en- 


force ft. Hostilities are to be suspend- 
ed with the exception that antl-sub- | 
marine defensive measures are to re-| 
main in force.” } 

Later on the same day this charac- | 
teristically British signal was flashed | 
out to all the ehips of the fleet:— 

“The armistice commenced at 11.00 
today and the customary method of 
celebrating an occasion in His Ma- 
jesty’s service_is to be carried out by | 
all ships’ companies splicing the main 
brace at 19.00 today, Monday. Hands | 
are to make and mend clothes,” 

It need hardly be explained that} 
“splicing the main brace” is the tra-| 
ditional expression for serving out an! 
extra ration of rum in the navy. After | 
drinking that Ifbation in honor of the 
final crushing of the German power 
the. sailors of Britain are solemnly 
commanded to make and mend 
clothes just as though nothing in par 
ticular had happened,

Soldiers who, on account of their in- 
juries, are confined to wards or to their 
beds in hospitals are taught handicraft 
work of various kinds. This work is not 
meant to train a man in work by which 
he could earn a living. It is encouraged 
rather because it diverts the soldier’s 
mind from his disability, and gives him 
light exercise. In this way it assists 
wonderfully in the soldier’s recovery. 


Occupationa! Therapy. 


This work is conducted in hospitals. 
It is intended mainly to help in the cure 
of the patient. . But it often serves as 
the ground-work for a course in Industrial 
Re-training. The following gives some 
idea of the breadth and scope of the 
subjects taught in these classes:—Me- 
chanical drawing, woodworking, boot 
and shoe repairing, machine shop prac- 
tice, gardening, poultry raising, civil 
service instruction, book-keeping, sten- 
ography, telegraphy.
